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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-22 and 25, drawn to a hybrid promoter, nucleic acids and vectors 
comprising the promoter and a cell modified by exposure to the promoter, 
classified in class 536, subclass 23.1; class 435, subclass 325. 

II. Claims 23-24, drawn to methods of using a vector to prepare a composition 
intended for inducing the expression of a gene in an inflammatory cell or 
chondrocyte, classified in class 435, subclass 91.4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the vectors of Group I can be used as probes for 
identifying a nucleic acid comprising a homolog of the gene of interest or for identifying a 
nucleic acid that comprises a promoter homologous to the PLA2s gene promoter of the 
invention.
